1999 MN State Fair 
Race Review

LaFavre Racing’s Mike Garvey gave the hometown 
crowd more than ample reason to be excited and proud, 
as he captured the checkers at the Miller Lite 300 Sep- 
tember 6th at the Minnesota State Fair. Garvey took the 
lead from two-time Miller Lite 300 champ Scott Hansen 
on lap 293 and held on to win by a two-car length margin. 
“Scott was so bad at the end, and I was so bad at the 
end,” noted Garvey. “He raced me hard, and he raced 
me clean. 

“We didn’t want to see that caution,” added Garvey 
about the race’s final caution with some 15 laps remaining. 
“We wanted it to go green until the end. Luckily we had 
enough tires left. The harder we tried, the more we slipped. 
He ran me hard, and when I got underneath him, he gave 
me room." 

It's been a year of challenges for Garvey, and LaFavre 
Racing had not enjoyed strong performances at the Fair in 
past years. But one win can quickly erase memories of 
certain struggles in the past. 

“Tt means everything," said Garvey. “(Team owner) 
Scott (LaFavre) said we' ve had some problems this year, 
things we can't control. But if we could win the State Fair, 
he said this year is a success no matter what happens. We 
pulled this one off and can look forward to next year.” 
“This is Utopia," said LaFavre. “It doesn’t get any better 
than this." 


For his part, Hansen, led the race three different times 

for a total of 40 laps but struggled with a car with which he 
was unfamiliar. 
“The tires got away from us,” said Hansen. “We just had a 
bad car all day, we worked with it and got it back to sec- 
ond. It was the best we could do. Mike was just being 
safe around the lapped traffic. We were unbelievably lucky 
to get second. We had a 20th place car all. It was the first 
time I sat in this car. It wasn't the car I wanted. They 
brought me a piece of junk. But Гуе got to thank all my 
ASA guys for all their hard work. That's what got us here 
(to second) - pits stops and the hard work of our crew." 
ASA points leader and New Prague-native Mike Miller 
put on one of the best shows late in the race, coming from 
a 16th spot on the race's final restart to finish third.

“We were just a little bit too loose at the end, and I 
couldn't get on the throttle that much," said Miller. “We re 
really, really happy to finish third with as much adversity as 
we had today. My guys are just unbelievable. We had to 
change the motor this morning and just barely made the 
race. We think third is really good. Had we had another 
20 or 25 laps of green, we might have been able to win. ” 
The podium finish puts Miller 92 points ahead of Tim 
Sauter, who finished 9th. 

Former ASA Rookie of the Year and current Winston 
Cupregular Kenny Wallace placed fourth after starting on 
the pole, and defending series champion Gary St. Amant 
rounded out the top five. 

The race included a record 22 lead changes among 
10 different drivers coupled with a record 16 cautions for 
a total of 76 laps. 


1??? ñoce Notes 


Like so many teams that race at the State Fair, Twin Cit- 
ies-based Iten Motorsports struggled with tires through- 
out the race. Mike Eddy and Ted Smokstad, the drivers 
who pilot the team’s two DuPont-sponsored cars, finished 
14th and 16th, respectively. Eddy ran up front and led 
some laps but fell back over the course of the race’s final 
20 circuits. 
"It wasn’t a bad day,” said team owner Marty Iten. “The 
tires for about the last 50 laps started to go away from us. 
Mike Eddy did everything he did to hold on to the car; we 
just ran out of tires. It's like sandpaper out there." 


Mars faces bad luck 


LaFavre racing's other driver, Jimmy Mars, 
qualified 12th and finished 19. 

“We were as competitive as anyone, and then 
we got a flat left rear," said Mars. “We needed 
acaution. When we came in and put lefts on, 
we were already two laps down. When you 
have bad breaks go against you, it's the only 
thing that's been holding us back. We've got 
to get our bad luck out of it. Right now I can 
see we've adapted well. I don't think we're 
going to be back runners by any means."

fying 34th and finishing 30th. “It went pretty good,” said 
Swanson, who dropped out of the race on lap 139 after 
experiencing engine problems. “Just to make the race was 
a big accomplishment. My goal was just to stay out of 
trouble and not get into anybody’s way. Everytime you go 
out you learn something. You can’t beat seat time. That’s 
the biggest thing.” 

Local drivers Paul Paine and Jodi Clark were among six - 
drivers who did not make the show. Positions one thru 21 
were determined strictly on qualifying times, while the re- 
maining spots were based on a combination of qualifying 
times and provisionals.

LaFavre Racing Team member Kevin Cywinski 


Scott LaFavre, owner of Lakeville-based LaFavre 
Racing, has become one of the premier owners in ASA. 
He will attempt to put four drivers into the race at the 
Minnesota State Fair this year and has even bigger 
plans for years to come. What follows are some of his 
insights into the race at the Fair, the future of ASA 
and the role he would like to see LaFavre Racing play 
in that future. 


Q: What did Mike Garvey’s 1999 win in the Miller 300 at 
the Minnesota State Fair mean for you and your team? 


A: That was Utopia for us. To win in your backyard in 
front of your local fans, it was just spectacular. We never 
expected to win that race, because we didn’t have a good 
car all day. We struggled, struggled and struggled. But the 
team, led by Mike Garvey, are fighters, and they kept dig- 
ging deep. It was a miraculous win for us, and it was the 
first big eye-opening opportunity for local Minnesotans to 
realize that there was a substantial local team. It started 
additional press opportunities for us that have really opened 
a lot of doors and a lot of people's eyes.

Q: As a team owner, how does the win at the Fair last 
year compare to the ASA title that Kevin Cywinski won 
while driving for you in 1997? 


A: Itprobably meant as much to our company because of 
the local publicity that we were able to receive as did a 
national championship. Obviously a national champion- 
ship is more difficult to achieve. It just opened a lot of 
eyes. It’s the biggest win we’ ve ever had. 


Q: What’s your assessment of the many changes this year 
in ASA, namely the new engines and tires? 


A: It’s been spectacular. It’s exceeded everyone’s expec- 
tations, I believe, by not a little but a lot. With the motors, 
there was a learning curve, which I believe there is with 
any opportunity. The Vortec engine has been virtually flaw- 
less. The racing is getting better as drivers are getting used 
to that (new engine). The first couple races, in my opinion, 
were extremely boring to watch, and I believe the racing 
has become much more exciting as of late. A lot of it is

because the drivers are more and more familiar with the 
outer boundaries of the radial tire and more associated 
with the power curves associated with this engine and 
adapting their own unique style and technique. A lot of 
people thought that with the engine being so much less 
expensive, and truly it is, that the cost to compete in ASA 
would go down. The budgets are way up over last year. 
Everybody is raising the bar. There have been offsets that 
have used up any of the savings that might have been ex- 
perienced. 


Q: Your plan this year at the Fair is to run four cars at the 
Fair. Two of your drivers (Mike Garvey and Kevin 
Cywinski) are guaranteed spots based on points. The other 
two, Matt Silsky and Jason Schneider, have some chal- 
lenges to make the show. 


A: This will be the toughest race for a rookie to get into. 
You have a one-day show, one hour of practice and the 
top-20 already locked into the show. They expect a car 
count of about 60 at this race, so there could be about 25 
teams going home. Jason doesn t really have any experi- 
ence in one of these cars at all. He will have tested before 
and had the chance to acclimate himself to the car. A rookie 
like Matt Silsky, who will have run five or six races by

then, certainly will have an advantage. 


Q: Let's talk about your relationship with Jason Schneider. 
What are your thoughts about the way it's evolved this 
season? 


A: Гуе been thrilled. Jason has met all the expectations 
that I had of him thus far. To further show his commitment 
and his confidence in this relationship, he sold his Late 
Model car. (Schneider drives a LaFavre-owned Late 
Model at Elko Speedway.) When you're in a new rela- 
tionship still in kind of a courtship stage, that's kind of 
giving up your safety rope. Our plans next year are to 
explore opportunities that would step up our relationship 
to the next level. I’m not sure what that means beyond 
that. We have made a commitment to field four full-time 
ASA teams next year. We're going to run two rookie teams. 


Q: You're making a big statement by fielding four teams 
next year. What are your goals for LaFavre Racing and 
ASA? 


A: I truly want to be the big fish in this small but rapidly 
expanding pond. I woke up one day and realized that we

А win on the ultra-competitive Winston Cup circuit is 
the number one priority on Wallace’s list, because the 
youngest of three Wallace brothers is used to winning. 


His father, Russ, was one of the Midwest`s most suc- 
cessful short track drivers, and his two older brothers, 
Rusty and Mike, are also prolific racers. Winning races is 
a Wallace tradition, and Kenny has certainly carried on 
the family heritage. 


In his first stint ever behind the wheel of a race car in 
1982, Wallace won the Street Stock State Championship 
in Illinois. After turning wrenches on older brother Rusty’s 
race cars for a few years, Kenny returned to driving by 
competing in the American Speed Association (ASA) in 
1986. He immediately found success by garnering ‘Rookie 


of the Year’ honors and finishing 11th in points. Wallace 
spent two more years in the ASA ranks operating on a 
shoe-string budget, as his wife Kim worked two jobs just 
to pay the bills. 


By 1989, Wallace’s perseverance and hard work be- 
gan to pay off, as Rusty picked Kenny to drive for his 
newly formed NASCAR Busch Series, Grand National 
Division team. Together, they won two races in three sea- 
sons. 


With his eyes set on Winston Cup, Wallace joined Team 
SABCO in 1992. They competed in the Busch Series for 
one year, collecting one win and two poles before moving 
up to the Winston Cup level in 1993 in search of rookie 
accolades. Success was tough to find, however, and 
Wallace left the team at season’s end. 


Wallace returned to the Busch Series in 1994 with 
FILMAR Racing. Over the next three years, they tallied 
five wins, 19 top-five finishes and 26 top-10 finishes in the 
Busch Series. In 1995, the team ran a 15-race Busch Se- 
ries schedule and a limited Winston Cup effort in prepara- 
tion for a full assault on the Winston Cup circuit in 1996 
with backing from Square D. 


After three years of full-time Winston Cup competi- 
tion with FILMAR, Wallace garnered two poles and 11 
top-10 finishes while earning a total of $2,416,527. 


However, in late August of 1998, car owner Filbert 
Martocci and Wallace agreed to part ways at the conclu- 
sion of the Winston Cup calendar. Wallace continued to 
drive Martocci’s No. 81 Tauruses through the season fi- 
nale at Atlanta Motor Speedway, as it was an amicable 
parting, but he was free to pursue other options for the 
1999 Winston Cup season. 


Enter Andy Petree Racing. Owned by the man for 
whom the team is named, Petree jumped on the opportu- 
nity to hire Wallace. Needless to say, Petree’s newest 
employee didn’t disappoint. 


Wallace racked up three top-five and five top-10 fin- 
ishes in 1999, including a career-best second-place finish 
in the July race at New Hampshire International Speed- 
way. Later in October, Wallace joined elite company when 
he became a Winston No Bull 5 driver for the first time in 
his career by virtue of his fifth-place finish at Talladega 
(Ala.) Superspeedway.

1999 ASA Champion 


By winning the ASA title last year, Tim Sauter 
helped continue the legacy his dad, Jim, and 
brother, Jay, have created. Tim trailed Mike 
Miller in ASA points for the better part of the 
year but found good fortune late in the sea- 
son and went on to capture his first-ever ASA 
crown. In an interview at the season opener 
in Florida, Sauter reflected on what the cham- 
pionship meant, his goals for this season and 
where he wants to take his racing career. 


Q: How does it feel to be defending cham- 
pion? 


A: There’s a certain amount of pressure there. 


I know myself and the guys that have stuck 
with me through the years are feeling it, too. 
We want to win really bad, and I guess I’m 
going to take it one race at a time. If we go and 
run consistent, I think we’ll find ourselves in 
the hunt (for the title). 


Q: When you look back to last year, were there 
one or two keys to winning the title? 


A: Starting out by winning the first race of the 
year was a huge deal, because it gave us tons 
of momentum. Then we kind of fell off a little 
bit. By mid-summer, we had a string of four 
or five top-two finishes, and that was a huge 
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turning point. The wind got kind of taken out 
of our sails at Dover, when we broke a motor 
on the parade lap. Those were all key times. 
It’s just pulling together and doing the deal ev- 
ery week that makes the difference. 


Q: Did some of those challenges make you a 
better team? 


A: It made us a little hungrier and made us 
work a little harder. It took the wind out of our 
sails, but it also took the pressure off of us of 
having to really worry about chasing points, 
whereas Mike was getting rattled pretty heavily. 
It probably all worked to our advantage. 


Q: What's it like having five former champi- 
ons competing in ASA this year? 


A: I think it’s great. Гуе got a lot to prove still, 
the way I look at the deal. If I can beat these 
past champions and anyone else who’s gun- 
ning for me. Ultimately I’m looking for a Truck 
or Busch deal...so I’m trying to impress people 
every week no matter what. It just makes me 
look better racing with better guys. 


Q: You come from a family with a rich racing 
tradition. Does that put extra pressure on you? 


A: It’s had a lot to do with my career. I’ve 
been around racing all my life. Гуе got a lot of 
people I can lean on as far as getting informa- 
tion and stuff. In some ways it kind of hinders 
what I’ve tried to accomplish. Some people 
take for granted that you’ ve got a good deal or 
you're at where you want to be. I guess I’m 
never content. I’m always striving for some- 
thing better and something more. 


Q: What are your impressions of the race at 
the Minnesota State Fair? 
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A: I still struggle there (with a laugh). My best 
finish is a fifth, so I’m still trying to conquer 
the place. Га love to win there, because my 
family actually has a lot of history there. My 
dad won that race when it was 500 laps. When 
I go back there, every time I walk through that 
gate, I want to win. Гуе got a lot of family up 
there, so it’s very important.

When AI Alvarez looked out from high atop the press 
box at USA International Speedway in Lakeland, Florida 
as the ASA cars took the green flag to start the 2000 sea- 
son, it was a special moment for him. Alvarez is an execu- 
tive for GM Powertrain, the division of General Motors 
which manufactures Vortec engines. And as he looked 
down on the field, he knew that, for the first time in ASA's 
rich history, every car was powered by a Vortec V8 mo- 
tor. 

ASA made the switch this season to a spec motor 
with the primary goal of reducing the costs involved in 
running the series. The thought was that reducing the ex- 
penses associated with engines would increase the overall 
car count. A Vortec engine costs approxi- 
mately $12,000, roughly one-third of 
what it cost for a new V6 en- 
gine last year. By most 


accounts, the engine has been a big success this season. 
Car counts are up, and the motors have been quite du- 
rable. 

What the switch to a spec engine has done, among other 
things, is force teams to concentrate more on other as- 
pects of the race set-up. The engines are sealed, which 
means drivers and crews cannot make any adjustments. 
Also, before each race, each team receives a powertrain 
control module and are not allowed to make any elec- 
tronic modifications. 

The Vortec engines in ASA cars are very similar to the 
motors that power other GM vehicles like the Chevrolet 
Suburban and Corvette. 


Last season, coming into the race at the Minnesota State 
Fair, it looked as though Minnesota-native Mike Miller was 
finally in position to capture the ASA series title that has 
eluded him. He was first in the points on Labor Day 1999, 
and his third-place finish at the Fair only solidified his lead. 
But things unraveled late in the season, and Tim Sauter over- 
took Miller for the title. It’s something Miller admits haunted 
him during the off-season. 

"It was one of the most difficult periods of my life,” 
says Miller. 

Some people will look at something like this and turn it 
into a positive at some other point down the road. “I see 
nothing positive about it,” notes Miller with a bit of a laugh. 

The 2000 campaign has posed a new set of challenges 
for Miller. The new engine program and new tires have 
changed the way teams, including Miller's, prepare for races 
and make adjustments on race day. 

“We re trying to figure out why we're not doing better 
than we are," admits Miller. “The more I think about it, the 
more I think that we’ ve got kind of an institutional mindset. 
We've enjoyed success with a certain way we did things in 
the past, but those things no longer work. It's the old dog, 
new tricks thing. We're kind of struggling with that." 

Miller does admit that the changes have had a positive 
effect on the entire series. 

"It's very obvious that the car count is up and the rac- 
ing is close," notes Miller about the changes this season. 
"From the series viewpoint, I think it's been very success- 
ful. I think that the motor program has turned out very much 
like ASA wanted it to. I’m of the opinion that although we've 


had some really good races, I think we could have better 
races. I think that part of the problem is the combination of 
tires and engines isn't exactly right yet. I know that GF 
Goodrich is working on the tires, and there's been some 
discussion about maybe changing the motors a little bit. 

"Our problem is that it's very difficult to pass, because 
everyone is very equal going down the straight-away," ad- 
mits Miller. “The cars are very tight. It's very unusual to get 
the car loose anymore. It's my humble opinion that racing 
generally wants the chassis to play a bigger role in the com- 
petition." 

Having said all that, Miller notes that he thinks things 
will be a little different at the Minnesota State Fair, because 
of the way the rough track surface affects tire wear. “I 
think that the Fair is going to be one of those race tracks 
where the engine really doesn't make any difference, be- 
cause handling becomes very, very important at the Fair 
along with pit strategy." 

Miller still has his eyes on an ASA championship, but he 
says his immediate goal is to win races, a strategy which 
admittedly can sometimes hamper a run for the points title. 
“I guess maybe I’m an aggressive enough guy or whatever 
that it's very difficult for me as a driver to look beyond the 
present race," says Miller. “Gary St. Amant and I talked 
about this a few weeks ago, and I complimented him on his 
patience. I' m not nearly as patient as he is. Of course, now 
his patience is really paying off." 

But perhaps it's Miller's focus on winning each race 
that still makes him one of the most exciting drivers on the 
ASA circuit.

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In one year’s time, Marty Iten has experienced the 
ultimate highs and lows of ASA racing. Last year, when he 
made his debut as a team owner at the ASA race in 
LaCrosse, Wisconsin, all his driver, Mike Eddy, did was 
win the race. A couple strong finishes later last year cer- 
tainly raised expectations for this season. 

The 2000 schedule, though, has brought Iten an 
unwelcomed dose of racing reality. With Eddy in the 
driver’s seat, Iten Motorsports has often found itself in the 
wrong place at the worst times. By the middle of August, 
the team had already posted 5 DNFs. But you can tell 
when talking with team owner Iten that he is a winner and 
is not one to hang his head. Instead, he looks at the chal- 
lenges this season has posed and tries to find ways to im- 
prove. 

“It’s just situations,” said Iten. “Track position this year 
is more important than we really thought it would be.” 

Iten will field two teams for the race at the Fair. Eddy 
will drive the number 88 car, and Ted Smokstad, who 
drove last year’s race at the Fair for Iten, will drive the 
number 10. Iten is well aware of the success these two 
drivers have enjoyed at the Fair, and he hopes it will trans- 
late into a top-three finish this year. 

"Тед finished second in 1997, and Mike has won there 
two or three times,” said Iten. ““They’ ve been on the po- 
dium, and they’re both great drivers. I want to see Mike 


pick up a win. 

“We re going to go to the Minnesota State Fair just 
like we go to any race. We’re just going to have to be 
consistent all day long. Tires are going to be an issue. It’s 
a very coarse surface, so it will be interesting to see how 
the radials hold up. We’ ve been at other tracks this year 
with similar types surface, and the tires have held up great.” 
At this stage of the season, some owners might begin to 
publicly criticize their driver and team for a lack of suc- 
cess. But not Iten. He knows what he’s got and how rac- 
ing fortunes can change quickly. 

"Mike's a seven-time champion,” pointed out Iten. “He 
likes things done a certain way, and his ways do work. I 
just hope that come the State Fair that the set-up is right 
and easy for him to drive. That’s the biggest focus - the 
set-up and the tires. 

Iten is quick to acknowledge where his team has fallen 
short this season and where they can make up ground real 
quickly. 

“The car at the end of the race - we need to be going 
forward and it seems like we’re going backwards. If we 
have the car with 50 laps to go and are moving forward, 
that’s going to put us on the podium. The last 50 laps of 
the race. That’s what we really need to focus on - the tire 
condition, the set-up, making sure the car is right for the 
last 50 laps.”

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Minnesota's Racing Heritage 
With Gale Frost 


Gale Frost is the Minnesota State Fair’s Historian with a particular 
passion for racing. What follows are some of his observations about 
historical racing figures connected to Minnesota and the Minnesota 
State Fair. 


Dan Patch 


Dan Patch was one of the big- 
gest stories here at the Fair. We 
even have Dan Patch Avenue now. 
People will say, ‘Who is Dan 
Patch?’ They think Dan Patch was 
a person; Dan Patch was a horse, 
of course. 

In 1906, Dan Patch ran the 
whole mile track at the Minnesota 
State Fair in 1 minute and 55 sec- 
onds. That was a world record at 
that time. In some areas, they 
wouldn't accept it, because he had 
another horse or two running along 
side as a windbreaker. Most 
people accept that as the world 
record at that time, and it lasted for 
30 years.

Alex Sloan 


Alex Sloan was a great promoter of the old IMCA program. He controlled IMCA drivers. 
Alex Sloan was quite a character. If you can imagine a race promoter, a big heavy set man with 
a big checkered shirt and a gold chain - the description for the perfect race promoter - he 
looked like a race promoter. 

He promoted the race at the State Fair for years, too. He had the first, well-organized racing 
group that went around to the Fairs. The big State Fairs around the country got together and 
elected a board and then they hired Alex Sloan to run racing at all these Fairs.

Tommy Milton 


Tommy Milton went to the old Mechanic Arts High School in St. Paul. He and a friend drove down to Indianapolis, 
when Milton was still in high school. He decided he was going to win the Indy 500, and he did (1919 and 1921). He 
was just a local St. Paul person who became very prominent in racing around the country. He also broke the world 
straight away record (156.03) in 1920. There’s a good story about Tommy Milton. He and a fight promoter got into an 
argument one time about racing, and Tommy said, ‘I can beat your car going down Summit Avenue with me pulling a 
Model-T Ford.’ So they raced, and Tommy Milton won. 


Earl Cooper 


| Earl Cooper won one of two races еуег гип at the Twin Cities Speedway (near the current site of Minneapolis-St. 
Paul Airport) in 1915. It was a banked two-and-a-half mile track with more banking than Indianapolis. The story was 
| that they raced on the track before the cement had completely cured. So, the cement started to crack and buckle. They 
didn't make too much on the two races, so they just gave it up.

have assembled the best of the best at 
this level of racing. We're on top of our 
game. This is a playground that we're 
comfortable playing in. We're content be- 
cause of the vision that we all have for 
ASA. 


Q: Where would you like ASA to go in 
the next five to ten years? 


A: I believe that ASA in the next five 
years will be nationally recognized, much 
more substantially than they are now. I 
think we're going to see races on CBS. I 
believe that very strongly based on con- 
versations that I' ve been part of. More 
and more sponsors are taking notice be- 
cause of the costs and politics involved in 
the upper echelons of NASCAR, and 


that's not necessarily meant to be a nega- . 
tive - it's just factual. People are looking 
for other alternatives that are cost effec- 
tive. ASA, I believe strongly, is the big- 
gest bang for the buck. 


Q: How big is the race at the Minnesota 
State Fair to you and to ASA, and where 
would you like to see it go in the future? 


A: I think it’s the biggest, most exciting 
race of the year for the series, and cer- 
tainly it is for us. I say that based on so 
much input I’ve received back from 
other competitors and other owners and 
ownership of ASA. It would be devas- 
tating, in my opinion, to motorsports in 
Minnesota to lose a venue like this. It’s 
so special and so dear to so many.

Neil Larson promoted the race at the Minnesota State 
Fair for 25 years, and last year he got the recognition he 
deserved when he was given the Harry Kern award. The 
prestigious award is given to an individual who has made a 
big contribution to the race at the Fair. 

“I guess I felt real strongly about the award because of 
the other people who had received, people I had worked 
with for 25 years - Roy Iten, Dick Cossette, Mike Heffron," 
said Larson. “It made me proud to be in that class." 

Larson moved to North Carolina last year to oversee 
Galaxy Motorsports, the team that fields the number 75 car 
currently driven by Wally Dallenbach on the Winston Cup 
circuit. Even though his focus today is obviously on running 
Galaxy Motorsports, it doesn't take long to realize that he 
still has a fond place in his heart for the race at the Minne- 
sota State Fair. During his 25 years as a promoter, Larson 
helped make the race at the Fair the premier stock car event 
in Minnesota and the biggest race on the ASA schedule. 

"| know this - I gave it everything I had," admitted 
Larson. “I made some mistakes, I’m sure, but I always had 
the interest of the Fair at heart. I was very intense that we 
continue racing and that it be at a high level. I was quite 
instrumental in the NASCAR exposure that we had. I’ve 
been very fortunate down over the years to develop rela- 
tionships that helped me along the avenue of bringing in 
NASCAR people. The support from the management at 
the Fair was phenomenal. 


“We tried a lot of things," added Larson about the his- 
tory of racing at the Fair. “When I first went there 27 years 
ago, we raced every day. In the middle of my tenure there, 
we raced sometimes in the afternoon and then got ready 
for a concert that night. There again, things have changed 
so drastically. Concerts will now have five semi loads of 
equipment." 

What has helped make the race itself so successful and 
what can be done to build upon the race's success in years 
to come? “We know that there's а decent facility there," 
said Larson. “We know that it needs some work, but it's 
needed some work for years. We've put on big-time races 
there for years when the track is worn out. In one sense 
that's what brings out the driver in these drivers when they 
come up there. It's not a matter of running around on beau- 
tiful asphalt; it's running on marbles. The pit situation is real 
tight." 

But there's more to the equation, according to Larson, than 
just the race itself. 

“You know the ASA guys in NASCAR...have a real 
spot in their heart for the Minnesota State Fair because of 
the total picture - the Fair, the beautiful setting. Butch Miller 
talks about the corn he had there. It's a situation they point 
to yearly to bring their kids and relatives. It was a place 
they knew they could look up into the stands, and they would 
be playing to a lot of bodies. Like last year, Kenny Wallace 
was just tickled to be there." 


| 
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Ricky Johnson successfully made the transition from off- 
road racing to circle track racing last season. In his 
first year in ASA, he captured ‘Rookie of the Year’ hon- 
ors, something his teammate last year, Jimmie Johnson, 
had done the prior year. Earlier this year, Johnson talked 
about some of the challenges of the sophomore season. 


Q: After winning ‘Rookie of the Year’ in 1999, what are 
your goals this season? 


A: As a rookie, you’re entitled to make certain mistakes 
and you get a little leeway in terms of not getting the pole ог 
not making a race. We accomplished our goal of winning 
‘Rookie of the Year’ so a lot of that stuff is overshadowed. 
This year, it’s important for me to keep qualifying up front, 
get the poles and start winning some races. When you’re 
taking those chances, as close as the field is, you’re right on 
the brink of making a mistake. You’ ve got to push the enve- 
lope harder. Those are my challenges - start qualifying on 
the pole and start winning some races. 


Q: What was the biggest change in switching from off- 
road racing to circle track racing? 


A: Learning patience was the biggest challenge. From the 
other sports I came from - stadium racing, motocross, 
supercross - I just pretty much attacked everything I did. 
You didn't worry about wearing out tires. In 200 or 300 lap 
races, you have to pick your moves but you can't wait too 
long.

Q: You've really become a spokesperson for the new GM 
Vortec 5700. 


A: I have been involved with GM Powertrain for a long 
time. Stadium trucks and desert trucks. Now, ГЇЇ be racing 
three different applications.

Q: What comes to mind when you think of the race at the 
Minnesota State Fair? 


A: A lot of people don't like it, because it shreds tires so 
bad since it's only raced on once a year. It's a great audi- 
ence, it's tight, and it's all the things that people love and 
hate about short track racing. A tight pit area, the track is 
bumpy and I loved it. I look forward to going back, because 
I think it's a driver's track.
